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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to claims 6-7, 1 1 , 33-37, applicants 
arguments are convincing, thus these claims are allowable over the art (see below). With reference to claims 8-10, the rejection as set 
forth in the previous Office Action still stands because it is noted that Wallin et al. meets the limitation with reference to method of preparing 
said porous acicular mullite (i.e. forming a mixture, shaping, and heating) wherein comprises elements such as Ce (first property enhancing 
compound) and Mg and Ca (which are second property enhancing compounds) as detailed out in the Final Action mailed on September 1 1 , 
2008. In addition, Wallin et al. meet the limitation regarding the porosity; in an example, the reference also refers to the use of an oxide, as 
detailed in the previous Office Action. Finally, as detailed out previously, the characteristic of improved thermal shock factor is considered 
to follow from the composition of the reference which is made by a process substantially similar to that of the instant invention. Therefore, 
the arguments regarding claims 8-10 are not persuasive. 

However, the arguments, filed on December 3, 2008, with reference to the lack of motivation to combine the teaching of talc in McArdle with 
Wallin et al. and arguments regarding the use of Joy, III are found persuasive; thus, rejections of claims 6-7, 1 1 , 33-37 as generally set 
forth in the previous Office Action under 103(a) is hereby withdrawn and said claims are found allowable over the prior art. . . 
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
